second place This success at 
Cedar Cliff led him to the Eastern 
National Championships at 
Kutztown College In ihc two 
days of wrestling. Sieve wan his 
first match 8-4 against a wrestler 
from Man ass a. Virginia. This put 
him m the quarterfinals against a 
wrestler from Wavetiy. New 
York. Steve came up short 6-4 
and this put him in the wrestle 
back bracket. With his 
determination. Sieve made a past 
three other wrestlers His tug 
match was Sunday afternoon 
against a wrestler from Palmyra. 
New Jersey who had a season 
record of 69 wins and 2 losses 
Steve had one of his besi matches 
m his career upsetting his 
opponent 9-2 io put him into the 
caosulatKm finals l.nionunately. 
Steve came up short again against 
ihc same wrestler he lost tointhe 
quarter finals from New York 
Meve * wins put him it fourth 
place, an outstanding cJfort by
